The issuing of the warrant was reported in 
the 6 o’clock edition of the Post-DiIsPaTCH 
yesterday. 

Although Mr, Burr knew of the issuance of 
the warrant almost as soon as it was made 
out, he did not attempt to leave the city, al- 
though he did not place himself in the way of

the Federal officers until his bond 
had been arranged for. This cre- 


ated the impression that he was trying 
to escape—an impression that did not seem 
to be warranted by the facts. 

Soon after 6 o'clock last evening Mr. Burr 
and his attorney, John D. Johnson, called at 
Marshal Buchanan's office to answer the 
Warrant, but there was no one present to 
act in the case and they departed. They also 
made a cali at the office of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Reynolds, but he had gone 
home. 

KNOWN FOR SOME TIME. 

Since Jan. 11, the cash and cashier’s ac- 

counts of the St. Louis National Bank have 


been the subject of expert examination. The 
amount named tn the warrant issued yester- 
day against Burr was $29,000,and the dates 
on which the money was sald to have been 
taken were July 27 and Aug. 10. 1893. Will 
Burr, a genial, popular young man of 
about 28 years of age, was for several years 
and until Jan. 11, last, cashier of the 
St. Louis National, which is located on North 
Broadway, between Pine and Olive streets. 
He isthe son of Capt. W. E. Burr, founder 
and former President of the St. Louis Na- 
tional. He was placed inthe bank by his 
father, first taking the position of Assistant 
Cashier, and upon the retirement of Cashier 
John Nickerson, who had been chosen 
Cashier of the Merchants’ National, Mr. Burr 
succeeded Mr. Nickerson. He had been 
carefully trained fora financial career, and 
this fact, taken in connection with his own 
well-recognized business ability, caused his 
acquaintances to predict for him a brilliant 


future.

Behind this formal legal document it would 
appear there is some mystery. In naming 
the legal beneficjaries and heirs the affidavit 
makes no mention of Miss Blanche Mc- 
Elfatrick, who, it is claimed, has always 
passed as daughter of J. B. McElfatrick by 
his second wife, and half sister of his de- 
ceased son—a child byj a former mar-

riage. From the action of the 
friends of the young woman it 
would appear that she is preparing 


to defend her own name and that of her 
mother. No record in the st. Lows Probate 
Court gives any reason why her name was 
not included in the list of heirs under the 
law. The action of her attorneys in taking 
depositions would indicate that she is pre- 
paring to answer a charge that she is not the 
legitimate child of J. B. McElfatrick, that 
she was not born four org four and one-half 
months after her mother’s marriage to the 
administrator in the above proceedings. 

Mr. John B. McElfatrick has been cited to 
appear before the Probate Court at the March 
termand explain why he should not be re- 
moved as administrator of the estate of John 
M. McElfatrick. The citation informs him 
that credible witnesses have sworn that he 
isabout changing his domicile to another 
State, 

John B. McElfatrick is the well-known 
architect. He for many years lived in St. 
Louis, and still hasan office in the Hagan 
Theater, although for several years he has 
practically abandoned his residence here. 
He n great reputation as à designer of 
theaters and places of lic amusement, 
and few men are better Known to theatrical 
managers. John Morgan McElfatrick, whose 
estataghe is administering, was hisson. He 
was associated with his father in business, 
and was quite well and widely known 


as the elder McElfatrick’s capable 
assistant. John Morgan McElfatrick 
died in St. Louis on Aug. 28, 1891, ana .on 


Sept. 7 John B. McElfatrick took out letters 
of administration onthe estate. He swore 
thatthe only heirs were himselfand a son, 
Wm. H. McElfatrick, living in New York. 
In soswearing he was forgetful, it might 
seem, of ababy whosename subsequently 
appears in the record as Blanche E. Mc- 
Elfatrick and who, it is understood, was 
supposed to de his daughter. 
VALUE OF THE ESTATE. 

Mr. McElfatrick represented the estate to 
de in value not exceeding $12,600 and em- 
braeing unincumbered @ealty worth $4,100 
and bringing in $480 a year, and some $8,500 in 


personalty. Theinventory of the personal- 
ty, subsequently fled, showed cash, $3.254.64; 
Orescent Planing Mill stock, $5,000; building 
association stock, $2,021. and notes, ete., to 
swell the amount to $10,871.89. The adminis- 
trator gave bondin $19,000. His first annual 
settlement shows a cash balance of $12.793. 
The real estate is in this city and Fort 
Wayne, Ind. ;ſthe latter is worth about $4,000. 
That in St. Louis is on Carr street and Is val- 
ued at $5,000. 

Some months sincé Mr. McKlfatrick ap- 
plied to the Probate Court for an order of 
distribution, but meanwhile Miss Blanche 
had not been an uninterested observer of the 
course Of events. Her counsel, L. Frank 
Ottofy, resisted Mr. McElMatrick’s applica- 
tion for distribution and forced the issue in 
her behalf by filing a motion that she be de- 
clared an heir and be entitled to share in the 
division—she being a half-sister. of the de- 
ceaged. 

This motion is now pending. If it is sus- 
tained Blanche will receive one-fourth of the 
Fort Wayne estate and one-fifth of the estate 
here, and her share Will aggregate some 
$4,500. It is understood that McElfatrick 
claims that she is not his daughter. 

According to the go * John B. Me- 
Elfatrick and Sarah A. Willower were mar- 
ried at Lima, O., Feb. 24, 1864. According to 
the family belief Blanche was born on Dec. 1 
ollowing; Dat this is or is to disputed, 

The case will hinge largely upon deposi- 
tions, although Blanche will be here to speak 
for herself. Tbose for thecompluinant tell a 
straightforward story. The first batch was 
taken in St. Louls and wers to the effect that 
Mr. McEWatrick had not lived in 8t, Louis for 
two or three years. 

The second lot was taken in Chicago on 
Jan. 6. Before proceeding to give an ab- 
stract of the parts Wearing upon this suit, it 
may ve well to state that Mrs. McElfatrick 
died in July, 1878, when Blanche was about 14 
years old. 

AN AUNT’S DEPOSITION.

Duestrow’s Attempt at Suicide | o 
Was Not Genuine. 


Dr. Priest Says He Discovered No Evi- 
dence of Strangulation. 


HE 6AY6, TOO, THAT HE DOES NOT B- 
LIEVE THE MURDERER INSANE. 


Duestrow Still Affects Not to Remember 
Anything That Happened Last Night 
—~He Informs Jailor Kraemer That He 
Is Haunted-Gome of His Alleged 
Haliucinationse—Will No Longer Be at 
ths Call of Outsiders. 


Dr. Arthur Duestrow, murderer of his wife 
and child, made an attempt to commit sul- 
cide last night, which on examination this 
morning ofthe murderer by Dr. Warren G. 
Priest, Chief Dispensary Surgeon, tends 
to show was as much a fake as his shamming 
ofinsanity. The murderer’s alleged attempt 
at eelt. destruction was made a few minutes 
before midnight. He took a pillow slip from 
bis bed and made a rope ot it. He tied one 
end of the improvised rope to the grat - 
ing of the window in bis cell 
and forming a noose onthe other end of the 
rope, placed his head in the noose while 
standing on a chair with which his cell is 
provided. He then kicked or shoved the 
chairfrom under him, and was found gus- 
pended by the guards. This reads 
as though he meant “business but 
other facts connected with the affair, give 
the matter a different aspect. 

HE WAS HAUNTED. 

Lust night Jaller Kraemer noticed that 
Duestrow appeared to be restless and he 
ordered the night guards to keepa close 
watch on him during the night. At 
about 11:30 last night the 
jailer visited Duestrow's cell himself 
before retiring to be sure that everything 
was allright. He found Duestrow dressed 
and walking about in bis cell. Kraemer told 
Dusstrow to prepare to goto bed. Duestrow 
replied that he couldn't and went off into a 
harrangue referring to certain treatment of 
his wife which has been published, He sald 
that they were spying on him and had a pho- 
tographer in his cell. They had a telegraph 
under bis pillow and were taking down all 
that he said. Then he said that all night long 
voices shouted in his ear, Murder! Mur- 
der!“

néewed his instructions to the guards to be 
very vigilant in watching Duestrow’s cell,

The Other Children, Through Their Attor- 
ney, Charles F. Ziebold, Want the 
Property Left to Mrs. Max Kessler, or 
Klinger Equally Divided Among All 
of Them— Something About the Moeller 
Family—Served a Sentence Rather 
Than Pay a Fine. 


The filing ofa suit to break the will of the 
late Caspar Moeller by Attorney Charles F. 
Ziebold this afternoon adds a new chapter to 
an interesting old story. The petition filea 
to-day alleges that old Mr. Moeller was not 
in his sound mind when he signed the instru- 
mentand that he was unduly influenced by 
his daughter, Mrs. Max Kessler, to whom he 
left virtually his entire estate. 

Moeller died in August, 1891, at the age of 
8lyears,and bad lived nearly al) his Mfe at 
his home, 1516 South Second street. There 
he raised a family of five children, 
namely: John E., George W., Elizabeth, 
Mary and Margaret, all of whomare now 
living in St. Louls. When the children grew 
up they all married, Elizabeth becoming the 
wife of Henry Ziegenfus, Margaret of John 
Haeckel and Mary of Max Klinger. After 
the children had allsettied down in homes 
oftheir owntheir mother died. This made 
Mr. Moeller, Sr., rather lonesome and on 
Dec. 16, 1871, he took unto his bosom another 
pride in the personof an old friend and 
neighbor who lived at No. 1613 South Second 
street, Mrs. Tekla Clay, widow of John Clay, 
who during the war had been a soldier 
in Co. H., In Missouri Volunteers,

A RISKY TASK. 


If the report be true that Lord Roseberry 
has declined to take the premiership upon 
Mr. Gladstone’s expected retirement it is 
additional proof of his wisdom. 

Lord Roseberry is credited with being 
the most popular Englishman in public 
life. Leaving Gladstone out he could 
probably command more strength than 
any other Liberal leader and is strong in 
some quarters where Gladstone is weak. 
His ability and tact have been tested. 
His hold upon the mass of the people was

In the course of a spat between two 
members of Congress last Tuesday one of 
them used the following plain, language: 

He is interested largely in "bilver mines. 
He has stocks in silver mines, and if he will 
read the statutes of Congress and the laws of 
hig country he will learn that he has no right 
to vote upon this question, much less to 
speak upon it. He has a direct personal 
and pecuniary interestin the result of this 
legisiation and if he would exercise that 
degree of caution or modesty of common de- 
cency that ought to commend itself toa man 
having a financial interest in the result of 
pending legislation he would hesitate before 
he attacked the motives of other gentlemen. 

This is the first time the truth has been 
told so bluntly concerning interested legis- 
lators, and a simple process of inference 
will make things very uncomfortable to 
Representatives and Senators who own 
stock ‘in other interests begging for legis- 
lative favors. 

It is a remarkable fact that what was 
once held dishonorable, and impossible for 
an honest man, is now the commonest 
practice in public life. Senators and Rep- 
resentatives who are directly interested 
either as stockholders or attorneys in all 
sorts of business enterprises from the man- 
ufacture of fron ships to that of collars 
and cuffs openly and actively work for 
legislation designed to add to their profits. 
State Legislatures are full of these repre- 
sentatives of special interests, and men go 
into municipal assemblies with the sole 
purpose of getting franchises and other ad- 
vantages on the cheapest possible terms. 

Such a condition is a most serious men- 
ace to free Government and if not dissolved 
is sure to result in an acknowledged plutoc- 
racy working through Democratic forms. 
When men elected to serve the general good 
employ their privileges as legislators to give 
away the public wealth directly or indi- 
rectly—corruption has reached its most ef- 
fective and dangerous stage. It is worse 
than bribery. It is a perversion of the 
forms of Government and a prostitution of 
Democracy itself to the basest kind of 
tyranny.

~The interviews in yesterday’s WORLD, in 
which the Senatorial ‘‘Oonservatives'’’ define 
their attitude towards the Wilson Dill, are 
highly interesting, They are also instruc- 
tive. They imply a distinction where there 
is really no difference. They show that Con- 
servative’’ ie simply anew alias for Protec- 
tionist. 

The Conservative“ plan of making the 
tariff -bill **satigfactory’’ is this: A duty 
must be put on c to meet the demands of 
Senators main and Gibson of Maryland.

Originated in Heures Opera- House

H. Olay Sexton of this city. Mr. Leigh and 
his partner, Bookmaker Bob Rose, have 
nearly eighty head of thoroughbreds in 
training for the coming season. Forty-seven 
of these are in charge of “Gerhardy at 
Memphis, and Frank Kelly is handling the 
remainder at the La Belle farm. Willie Mar- 
tin willfbe the premier rider for the stable this 
season again, and E. Johnson has been signed 
to replace Frank Leigh (Eugene’s brother) as 
the lightweight jockey. Frank Leigh is under 
contrast to Pat Dunne, the Chicago 'turfmap, 
this year. Toa Post-DISPATCH representa- 
tiveat the Southern last night Mr. Leigh 
Said: 

We will start out this spring with an im- 
mense stable, but everything we have, from’ 
Clifford down, is for sale, and one-half of the 
string at least will be sold under the ham- 
mer before the season is in full Diast very 
long. Thereis a great market in the spring 
for good horses in training and we have just 
the kind most in demand. I shall send a di- 
vision of our stable to the Fair Grounds this 
year and our representative will have 
instructions to seli everything before the 
meeting winds up. As Isaid before, even 
Clifford can be bought, but then 1 guess no 
one is going to offer us our price, and it is 
very probable we will retain possession of 
him.

FIGHTER. 


Favorable Impression Crested by His 


Knock-Out of Harry Gilmore. 


CHICAGO, III., March 1.—It is the general 
verdictonthe meeting last night between 
Stanton Abbott, the lightweight champion of 
England, and Harry Gllmore of Chicago that 
at last England has sent over a fighter who 
was worthy to meet any one in this country 


in his class. Abbott is truly a hard fighter. 
Gilmore stayed five rounds, but he did Httle 
real fighting at any time, and the call of 
time twice saved him from being knocked 
out before the final blow was struck. 

The blow which did the work was one from 
the left, which caught Gilmore squarely in 
the jaw. He fell at full length and only the 
guick rising and falling of his chest as he 
Dreathed gave evidence that any life re- 
mained. Keferee George Stler in 
measured tones counted the fated ten 
seconds, and as he pronounced the last 
number Gilmore slowly arose toa half-sitting 
position and gazed in a bewildered way 
about him. He was helped toa chair by his 
seconds, and with the aid of a littie cold 
water was soon revived., Abbott was sur- 
rounded by his friends and showered with 
congratulations. His friends wanted to carry 
him off the stage, but he insisted on remain- 
ing until Gilmore had recovered sufficiently 
to know what was golng on and to shake 
hands with him. 

About 3,000 people were present when the 
men stepped over the ropes.
